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PORTRAITS OF AMATEURS: 


MISS LYDIA LAWRENCE. 

We have hid the pleasure of noticing 
this young lady’s performances as an ama- 
teur for the last two years, and feel a plea- 
sure in giving a more elaborate account of 
her qualifications for the stage if she should 
think of following the profession, which 
she seems so much attached to. She has 
very considerable natural acquirements, 
and such as many persons would think the 
most essential, particularly the male 
portion of playgoers ; we are not about to 
flatter the young lady as to her personal 
beauty, but it will be allowed, we think by 
both sexes who have seen her on the stage 
well dressed, that there are few who have 
the personal advantages this young lady 
possesses. We should think from her 
appearance she has reached the years of 
about ninete-n ; she possesses a fine figure 
and is rather above the middle stature; 
her complexion is light and her features 
are regular and prepossessing; she has a 
sparkling blue eye and a pleasing clear 
yoice. The characters we have seen her in 
and those which we admire most are as 
follows :— Juliana in the Honeymoon, 
Pauline, Lady of Lyons, Rachel, Rent 
Day, Martha Gibbs, Jessy Vere, ete,— 
These are light comedy and sentimental 
eharacters whieh she pourtrays with dig- 
nity, power, and natural feeling; and 
she represents Desdemona, Juliet, and last 
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though not least in our mind Orhelia with 
much ability, and she givesacharm to the 
character by her singing the various airs in 
the mad scene, and has an advantage over 
many by possessing asweet voice and an 
ear for music, which qualifies her to fill 
such characters with great satisfaction. 
She isnot without faults notwithstanding 
her ability —she frequently speaks too quick 
and walks about the stage too rapid, which 
does at times mar good and essential sen- 
tences ; these effects are easily remedied by 
care, practice and study, which she should 
at once think of seriously, She invariably 
takes great care to dress the various charace 
ters she assumes prope'ly, and is seldom 
seen in apart without being tolerably per- 
fect—these matters are highly creditable. 
We understand from enquiry she is respect- 
ably connected and her father is a gentle- 
man in alarge way of business in Edinburgh 
We shall conclude by remarking he is no 
doubt proud of possessing so talented a 
daughter who isin a fair way to become an 
ornament to the profession we have admired 
for the last forty years.

Mr. Morton as Peregrine gave great 
interest to the character; his delin- 
eition being a most correct one, he caught 
the ear of the audience who listened to 
him and who were frequent in their 
approbation. Mr. G. F. Sterry is an 
actor of the old school ; his delineation of 
Sir Simon Rochdale has stamped him in 
favour of public opinion, as one that ought 
to hold a prominent position on the regu- 
lar boards ; he isa clever delineator of 
the old men and his dressing of the char- 
acter was capital. Mr. Phillips looked 
too old for Frank Rochdale, in other 
respects he acted the part effectively. The 
Tom Shuffleton of A. H. Scotland wanted 
dash and buoyancy, it was too tame, how- 
ever he was well up in the text. We 
should have liked Mr. Watson better if he 
had put on more passion and consequence 
as Job Thornbury. He was rather better 
in the more tender and refined parts, but 
he failed in the waistcoat scene sadly ; he 
did uot contemplate sufficiently on the 
importance of the events that had occured 
to his daughter, he was rather better in 
the scene with Sir S. Rochdale. Mr. 
Wing as Bulgrudderly was very good 
in the scene where he brings home the 
money for Mary ; it was a natural piece 
of acting and he has an excellent Irish 
brogue, all he wants is practice to make up 
his bye play. The part of John Bur was 
done ample justice to by Mr. Keate Mrs. 
Henderson was all that was required as 
Lady Barrimore. Mrs. Bell as the Land- 
lady was perfect and nothing was a 
on her part to satisfy the author if he h 

been present. Miss Howard did her best 
as Mary, but we soon found by her acting 
in the farce that comedy is her furte and 
not the sentimental. Captain Stevens 
followed, it isa good brisk farce and 
Messrs. Lovell, Keate, and Lorrequer 
played into each others hands with good 
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effect. G. Perks as Bailiff made much of 
the character and caused screams of laugh- 
ter—he is the very amateur for such 
characters.

RETIREMENT oF Mr. ALFRED WIGAN. 


Another and another still succeeds.

The stage has suffered severe losses 
during the past three or four years, by 
the demise or retirement of some of i's 
greatest celebrities, and now the light- 
comedy school has experienced great loss 
in Mr. Alfred Wigan’s farewell of the 
stage. Mourn, ye readers, this hapless 
event! 

Every playgoer will feel his absence 
from the boards. Few men, in his par- 
ticular line, have done better than he has, 
or won a larger share of public approbation, 
whether as actor or manager. Having 
been once so familiar with him as an actor 
ourselves, we shall ever feel his loss with 
the deepest regret, for he was the Lewis 
of the age, and his retirement into private 
life will form one of the most sad events 
in the history of the British stige. We 
are the more touched that the career of 
this high-souled and most spirited actor 
should have been cut off by disease in the 
very prime of his life; that his career 
should have been stopped mid-way, even 
when he might have attained the highest 
summit of bis ambition. 

His retirement is a general calamity,and 
we do not believe that any actor ever took 
farewell amidst more general regret and 
sympathetic manifestation. We need not 
here expatiate upon hisadmirable manage. 
ment of the Olympic Theatre, for that is 
patent to the world, nor to revert to the 
high standing that theatre reached in his 
hands. We fervently hope that the health 
of this talented gentleman, through 
Providence, may be restored, but we feel 
bound in duty, midst our heart-felt regret 





and sorrow, to say to this man—who hes 
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so often won our admiration—the doleful 
word, Farewell! 

We have stood at the toot of the pedes- 
tal, and looked aloft to the towering 
strength of the Actor of his time. Dis- 
ease has strucken the object of our admi- 
ition, vitally; he has come from the 
yelestal to its base, and to his glory, his 
triumphs, and his honours past, we shall 
turn with pride, but to the further exercise 
of his genius and his talents—alas! we 
must say, FAREWELL!

AMUSEMENT.

Ascham was not disappointed. The 
king gave him a pension of ten pounds a 
year, estimated as equivalent to a hundred 
and twenty at the present period. It is a 
melancholy refleetion, that he might have 
lived and died in extreme penury, not- 
withstanding his great merits in various 
departments of learning, if he had not 
sagaciously written on’ a subject which 
drew the attention of the king and grati- 
fied his prevailing taste. Ascham in this 
instance proved himselfa good toxophilus. 
He took a good aim, shot with strength 
and skill and fixed his arrow in the target. 
All honest bowmen must wish that he had 
lived to enjoy his good fortane longer. 
But he was a valetudinarian, like most of 
the laborious students of his day, and died 
at fifty three. Had he practised the art 
which he commenced, he probably would 
have enjoyed better health and might have 
lived to produce books far superior to his 
Toxophilus and his Schoolmaster. To- 
wards the end of the latter or rather the 
beginning of the present century, humane 
and considerate men could not observe, 
without concern the introduction of a 
diversion which almost completely snper- 
seded the art of archery, ne was dignified 
intd a science, although its practice con- 
tributed in no small degree to the degra- 
dation of human nature. Thos the taste 


for boxing, unhappily had such a tendency, 
cannot be doubted by those who duly 


produce. Boxing originated in a ferocious 
disposition, and a most contemptuous 
opinion of man. No gentle or benevolent 
mind could derive amusement from a spec- 
tacle which caused pain and danger to those 
who exhibited it, and none but those who 
considered man as an animal, _rotat all 
superior to the beasts, would endeavour to 
engage two fellow creatures in a combat, 
which in cold blood caused the loss of 
limbs, and the loss of life. Can he have 
any idea of the soul’s immortality, of man’s 
being made a little lower than the angels, 
who views with joy, approaching to extasy, 
two wretches endeavouring to destroy each 
other for hire, who makes it the principal 
business of his life to see such sights, and 
to promote their frequent repetition, who 
derives gain from them as well as pleasure 
and pursues them with the same ardour 
and constancy, as others prosecute the 
study of an honourable profession. Such 
a taste must proceed from gross ignorance 
of more manly pleasures, and from a savage 
heart restrained only by human laws, 
from the actual perpetration of the worst 
cruelty. The consequence of this taste to 
individuals and to society were truly 
deplorable. When the combat was adver- 
tised, all the vilest members of the com- 
munity, were eager to partake in an 
amusement congenial to their corrupt 
natures. The scene of action was crowded 
with ap assemblage of wretches, who con- 
ducted under their banners, riot, intempe- 
‘rance, violence, who defied all civil order, 
all decency, everything for which laws 
were enacted, and society established. A 
successful example was given of disobedi- 
ence, which paved the way to anarchy, 
revolt, and rebellion. The lower orders 
were taught to believe what indeed they 
are at all times ready to suppose, that 
there existed an excellence, which the 
greatest men in the kingdom might 
admire, in the mere exercise of brute force 
in defeating a neighbour by violence, 
without equity; and on striking terror 
into the minds of the good and orderly, 
who were not endowed with muscular 
vigour and superior size. Government 





reflect on the principles ftom which it pro- 
ceeded, and the consequences it tended to 





was instituted to protect the weak against 
the strong but the days of boxing contri- 
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buted to increasing the tendency of the 
strong to injure and oppress the weak. 
Happily this latter amuseuient has passed 
away, and, we hope for ever.
